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In  September  1924  thirty-three  little  Freshies  entered  high  school.  We 
elected  Olive  Van  Zant  president  and  was  sponsored  by  Miss  Lulu  Wood.  The 
class  colors  selected  were  white  and  orange  and  we  chose  the  sunburst  rose  as 
class  flower.  We  went  through  the  horrors  of  the  Freshmen  reception  at  Hal- 
lowe'en to  the  tune  of  witches'  and  goblins'  songs.  Several  other  parties  were 
enjoyed  during  the  year. 

In  1925  when  our  Sophomore  year  started  our  number  was  found  to  have 
decreased  to  twenty-four.  But  we  realized  many  things  were  to  be  accom- 
plished and  overcome  so  we  put  forth  our  greatest  effort  to  make  a  place  for  our 
class  in  M.  H.  S.  Verna  Van  Hoy  was  president  and  our  sponsor  was  Miss<
